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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the prior art rejections based on 
Garrett, Sr. et al. (claims 14-17) and Farnworth et al. (claims 19-21) (see pages 11-13), it was stated that both the apparatus disclosed 
by Garrett, Sr. et al. and the apparatus disclosed by Farnworth et al., when taken alone, are capable of performing the function (i.e. the 
applicant's intended use) of separating protective tape from an individual chip while the individual chip is attached to a chip pad (see prior 
Office action mailed to applicant on 18 January 2005, pages 10-11). Accordingly, a prima facie case of anticipation has been 
established and the burden has been shifted to the applicant to show that their as claimed apparatus is different from those disclosed by 
Garrett, Sr. et al. and Farnworth et al. 

Regarding the prior art rejections based on Kawakami (see page 14), in spite the applicant's best efforts, the English translation of the 
priority document has still not been entered in the file of record. It is noted that the applicant's copy of the dated post card receipt uses 
the wrong application serial number, ending with 756 instead of '576. However, a cursory review of the 756 file did not turn up the 
missing English translation. 

Regarding the prior art rejections based wholly or partially on the combination of Yamada et al. and Huang et al. (see pages 14-15), the 
applicant's method as claimed in claim 1 does not require that the individual steps be performed in sequence as written, nor does it 
require that the chip pad be attached prior to the sawing step (i.e. before it becomes an individual chip). Accordingly, it is not an 
unreasonable interpretation of applicant's claim 1 to attach the chip pad after the sawing step and, also, after the tape removal step. 
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
